LEGISLATIVE  REVORT 

Legislative  Director  Cashman  reported  that  we.  axe.  within.  5  votes  o&  pasting 
legislation  on  the  blue  laws.     The  Speaker  is  coordinating  ei  farts  with  Ma. 
Cashman  and  Basset!  to  get  these  live  votes.     Advised  which  legislators  were 
far  and  against  it.     Asked  Council  to  drum  up  support  Ion.  this  bill  wiXh  the 
legislators . 

Ma.  Cashman  reported  on  the  fallowing: 

-  Atty.  Manning  very  busy  getting  legislation  irom  the  Convention. 

-  They  are  waiting  far  Right  to  Know  legislation 

-  Regarding  Weatherization,   Carl  Vroper  and  Janice  Weiss  met  with  Rep. 
Norton  and  Barrett  on  this  and  they  will  give  Ma.   Cashman  a 

dra&t.     They  plan  on  asking  the  legislature  far  500  million  dollars 
in  bonds  to  weatherize  government  buildings.     Anything  over 
$100,000  will  be  mandated  as  union. 

-  Widows/ Cost  ol  Living  legislation  -     looks  very  promising. 

-  Vlant  closings  -  referred  to  Vres.  Osborn  report  and  bill  that  he 
proposed.     Gave  copy  to  Vaul  Eustace  whose  committee  is  working  on 
plant  closings.     Wants  to  lile  this  bill.     The  Legislature  enpowered 
the  Legislative  Research  Bureau..     Labor  responded  more  than  management. 
Cronk  called  Ma.   Cashman  and  advised  Division  o&   Employment  Security 

is  storm-walling  social  security  and  they  can't  give  all  the  people 
out  o&  work  due  to  plant  closings  the  confidentiality  they  deserve. 
Bill  leels  the  report  will  come  out  favorable  to  our  position.     He 
needs  to  know  information  --  numbers  o^  employees  laid  o^   Irom 
each  place  --  asked  the  Council  to  call  him  i{$  they  can  help.
